BRITISH WEST AFRICAN CURRENCY. 
Appointment of Departmental Committee.

Couper, Chief Manager of the Bank of British West Africa, Limited, 
and Mr. C. A. Birtwistle, Commercial Intelligence Officer in Southern 
Nigeria. Mr. John Anderson of the Colonial Office will act as 
Secretary to the Committee. 





DUMPING OF ITALIAN COTTON YARNS IN POLAND. 


H.M.Consulat Warsaw (Mr. C. Clive Bayley) reports, under date 24th 
November, that, according to a statement in the “ Lodzer Zeitung,” 
considerable quantities of cotton yarns are at present being imported 
into Lodz, the chief cotton manufacturing centre of Poland, from Italy, 
to the detriment of the interests of local and British spinners. This 
introduction of cotton yarns from a new source is not attributed to any 
general extension of the foreign trade of Lodz, but to the present 
unsatisfactory state of the cotton industry in Italy, where the ware- 
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houses are full owing to over-production. The manufacturers are 
selling the yarns for what they will fetch. They receive a return of 
the import duty paid on the raw cotton used in making the yarn. 

The import into Lodz is restricted to the higher counts. 

The weaving industry in Lodz and the neighbourhood does not, 
however, appear to have benefited much by the opportunity of obtain- 
ing yarn at low prices. Many of the weaving looms are idle, and this 
branch of the textile trade is passing through a crisis, due to the 
scarcity of money and the large number of protested bills from Russia. - 

As British cotton spinners may in future meet with competition 
from this new source, it may be of interest to note, adds H.M. Consul, 
that arrangements are being made for opening in Lodz a branch of 
the ** Banca Commerciale Italiana” of Turin, which will help to foster 
Italian trade. (C. 9,572.) 





COMMERCIAL SITUATION AND IMPORT TRADE OPENINGS. 
IN THE CONGO STATE. 


H.M. Consul at Boma (Mr. H. G. Mackie) has furnished the 
following information as to the commercial situation and import trade 
openings in the Congo State :— 

There is no doubt that considerable activity has followed the Belgian 
annexation of the Congo, and this has been particularly noticeable in 
the carrying trade of the country. The Belgian service of steamers 
from Antwerp at intervals of three weeks has been altogether 
insufficient for the increased traffic. It has now been decided to 
augment the services by the addition of new steamers for both ocean 
and river trade, and to accelerate the freight service on the Matadi- 
Leopoldville railway (see pp. 530-1 of the “ Board of Trade Journal ” 
of 14th September, and pp. 488-9 of the issue of 7th September). 
It will be well to bear in mind that the development which is taking 
place is due entirely to the opening up of the country, and not to any 
increase in the volume of general trade, which remains the same. The 
various enterprises embarked upon—the construction of railways and 
harbour works, the building of steamers, the erection of buildings for 
officials, &c.—have led to a substantial trade in building material and 
plant, a trade which will probably cease as soon as the undertakings 
have been carried out. Should this occur a shortage of freight must 
inevitably follow. 

Much capital has already been sunk in the Congo, but an exami- 
nation of the state of the natural resources of the country, says H.M. 
Consul, does not inspire confidence in the future. Further the labour 
shortage, already acutely felt in some districts, will become accentuated 
in course of time. The entire population of the country may be 
computed at 12,000,000, to an area of some 900,000 square miles. 
At the same time Mr. Mackie is convinced that there is money to be 
made, for the next few years at any rate, in the sale of cotton goods, 
tinned foodstuffs, and the actual necessaries of life, all of which are at 
& premium at present. 

It should be clearly understood, adds H.M. Consul, that the above 
conclusions in no way apply to the district in the south-east of the 
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Congo known as the Katanga. Here a healthy progress in every way 
may be anticipated. 

In a recent report (see “Board of Trade Journal” of 14th 
September, pp. 522-3) it was suggested that, by means of shallow 
draught steamers that couid penetrate the localities far removed from 
the centres of commerce, goods might be brought within the reach of 
the natives. Merchants would thus be able to dispose of their goods 
on the upward voyages of their steamers, and bring down cargoes of 
native produce acquired on advantageousterms. A Portuguese trader 
has purchased a small steamer and started a direct trade with the 
riverine populations. It is reported that the last voyages of this 
steamer have given such good results that another Portuguese 
merchant has started business on similar lines in the French terri- 
tories; and anew Belgian company is endeavouring to increase its 
capital with the same end in view. According to information derived 
from a reliable source, it would appear that an Italian firm are 
contemplating the organisation of a transport business on a larger 
scale than that attempted by the Portuguese merchants. 

With the introduction of a monetary system throughout the Congo, 
inland trade is badly needed for the circulation of money among the 
people and for stimulating a desire to acquire wealth by the sale of 
the produce of the land. With this end in view the officials and State 
employees have been granted subsistence allowances in lieu of stores 
hitherto provided by the Government. ‘This measure should lead to 
an increased demand for provisions such as sardines, smoked and salted 
fish, corned beef, biscuits, milk, butter, cheese, jams, salt, wines, oil, 
potatoes, onions, sugar, flour, macaroni, mineral waters, beer, vegetables, 
&c. All provisions intended for European consumption should be of 
good quality, while inferior articles, such as smoked fish, ship’s biscuits, 
coarse salt, &c., might ke disposed of among the natives. 

Cotton Tissues——Fashions in Africa change as they do in Europe, 
and among the articles now considered out of date may be mentioned 
cotton velvets, of which the sale has fallen. The native women have 
decided tastes for novelty of pattern as well as for quality. The 
tissues mostly in demand are consequently varied in colour and 
design, and must also resist both washing and exposure to the sun, 
qualities that fade rapidly being unpopular. 

Prints are supplied by Italian firms, who do not appear to meet 
with much competition in these goods. A small trade is done by the 
United Kingdom. The cotton merceries imported appear to be of 
Italian and British makes. 

Indigo drills and ‘“* Americani” are mostly supplied by Belgium, 
and are reputed to be of good quality. The loin cloths worn are 
mostly of Belgian origin, but they are said not to answer the native 
requirements in point of colour and design, which are lacking in 
variety. In shawls and scarves the most notable feature appears to be 
a constant change in the varieties placed on the market. Besides 
loin cloths the women wear a small waist band of the same material. 
Ready-made waist bands have been tried with success, but ready- 
made loin cloths are not much sought after. The more expensive

fabrics are sold by the metre, and are not cutinto cloths. The cheaper 
textiles are cut into pieces measuring 91 centimetres (1 yard), the 
standard size for loin cloths. All cotton tissues are thickly starched, 
particularly the lower grades. Cotton blankets are imported from 
Belgium. Red blankets relieved by white borders find a ready sale. 

Cotton tissues are first wrapped in ordinary paper and protected by 
a waterproof oil paper, and then packed in canvas. After being 
pressed into a convenient size for transport purposes, the bales are 
securely bound by iron bands. 

Among the manufactured goods cotton shirts and singlets of varied 
colour and design command the greatest sale. These articles are 
manufactured in Belgium, but are also supplied by the United 
Kingdom and Germany. 

Cast-off clothing also finds a ready market. A French firm are at 
present engaged in this trade. Old uniforms and military caps are 
much sought after by the native chiefs, while waistcoats are much 
worn by the natives, 

Among the other goods in general demand may be mentioned :— 
White canvas shoes (imported from Belgium, France and Germany) ; 
leather and cotton belts, with pockets, and plain (Belgium); cheap 
black felt hats retailed at 3 francs, and straw hats and caps (United 
Kingdom, Italy, Belgium and India, vid Netherlands); umbrellas 
and coloured sunshades (United Kingdom, France and Belgium) ; 
walking sticks, with fancy handles; tin and iron trunks (United 
Kingdom and Germany)—trunks are much sought after by the 
natives, and a Belgian made box retailed at 25-30 francs has recently 
been introduced on the market; enamelware (Belgium), now 
supplied for native use in some 30 different forms and varieties; 
mirrors, 25 by 16 and 30 by 22 centimetres (Belgium and Germany) ; 
concertinas (Germany) ; scissors, ‘locks, matcheis and hoes; knires 
(Germany and Belgium); forks and spoons (Germany, and the better 
qualities from the United Kingdom); flat trons (Germany and 
Belgium); pottery and earthenware (Belgium); lamps and lanterns 
(Germany and Belgium); matches (Sweden); perfumes (Germany). 
Soap, particularly of the inferior blue mottled variety, finds a ready 
sale, and still commands a monetary value in many districts; a 
Marseilles firm have recently introduced a more attractive article 
than that previously sold, and the new quality is now being bought 
readily by the natives. Tobacco for native consumption comes from 
the Netherlands and America. Cut tobacco is imported in tins 
weighing from 25 to 30 kilogs. ; leaf tobacco is imported in ordinary 
boxes. 

Long terms of credit, usually from three to six months or even 
more, are given by the larger firms to the Portuguese small merchants 
and pedlars, who have littfe and often no capital at their disposal, but 
who are keen traders with the natives. ‘These Portuguese merchants 
and pedlars are also better able to stand the trying climate and the 
fatigue of constant travelling than other Europeans. Banking 
facilities appear to be lacking, and the local merchants complain 
that the banks established at Kinshasa and Matadi do not fulfil the 
requirements of trade. (25,394.)

With reference to the notice which appeared on p. 609 of the ‘ Board 
Export Dut of ‘Trade Journal” of 23rd March last respecting 
pong tc fro the proposed export duty on jute exported from 

Cetin tp tn Calcutta, the Board of Trade have now received a 

y sea. copy of “The Calcutta Improvement Act, 1911” 

{Bengal Act, No. 5 of 1911) which provides, under Sec. 84, for the 

levying of duties on all jute exported ly sea from the Port of 

Calcutta to any other port, whether beyond or within India, viz. :— 


Raw jute (including jute cuttings Rate not exceeding. 
and rejections) nied ... 2 annas per bale of 400 lbs. 
Manufactured jute... ..» 12 annas per ton of 2,240 lbs. 


Provision is made for the Local Government to prescribe the rate 
by Notification. 

It is also provided that the said duty shall not be levied in respect of 
jute, whether raw or manufactured, exported under any contract which 
was made before the 15th August, 1911, and the existence of which 
was established to the satisfaction of the Customs Collector before the 
15th September, 1911. 

Provision is further made that section 5 of the Indian Tariff Act, 
1894*, shall not apply to jute (whether raw or manufactured) passing 
by land out of Calcutta. 


* Section 5 of the Indian Tariff Act, 1894, relates to the imposition of duties on goods 
crossing certain frontiers.

poultry eggs ; cheese; bed-feathers. 

In order that the foregoing goods of other than Turkish origin 
may not be subject to duty at the enhanced rates, they must be 
accompanied by certificates of origin; but this requirement may be 
waived in respect of goods imported into Italy up to the 12th Decem- 
ber in cases where the Italian Customs authorities are satisfied that 
such goods are not of Turkish origin.

works, as compared with 7,417,012 roubles for 1911, but it is added 
that this amount does not include credits ordinarily included in 
the budget for the upkeep of small ports. The special schemes for 
extensive harbour improvements introduced at various periods into 
the Duma (see previous notices in the “ Board of Trade Journal ”) 
now stand as follows :—Extension and improvement of St. Peters- 
burg harbour, 12,650,000 roubles; construction of a grain dock in 
Odessa, 9,661,000 roubles; extension and improvement of Libau 
harbour, 4,580,000 roubles; deepening Nicolaiev harbour so as to 
admit vessels drawing 30 feet, 3,475,000 roubles; lengthening of wharves 
in Rostov harbour, 2,180,000 roubles; improvement of Riga harbour, 
1,629,000 roubles. In addition to the foregoing, proposals are being 
put forward involving an expenditure of 1,600,000 roubles for the 
improvement of Mariupol harbour by equipping it with up-to-date 
apparatus suitable for loading and unloading coal. In connection 
with these projects for special work at Russian commercial ports the 
Ministry of Commerce are preparing a Bill providing a sum of about 

36,000,000 roubles.

Office (Annual Series—No. 697) :— 

Mining in Swaziland is carried on under the authority of concessions 
granted by the late King Mbandini. Gold is worked at several mines 
near the western border, the principal being the mine at Pigg’s Peak. 
Tin is found in payable quantities in the vicinity of Mbabane. The 
Crown owns a few mineral areas, some of which it is proposed 
to throw open to the public for prospecting and mining.

SWEDEN.

Results of Elec Journal of 29th June relative to experiments made 

~ at Trollhattan in the smelting of iron ore by 
electricity, H.M. Consul at Stockholm (Mr. H. M. 
oe Mages Villiers, M.V.O.) reports that recent trials at 

Trollhittan Trollhattan have resulted more favourably from 

the commercial point of view than those hitherto 
undertaken. The results of certain tests have been reported by 
persons at the works, but have not yet been accepted by the Com- 
mittee as positive evidence that under ordinary commercial conditions 
the same results could be expected to be obtained regularly. 

It is stated that by means of circular instead of square carbon- 
electrodes, which can be screwed into each other, the electrode con- 
sumption per ton of pig-iron has decreased from 10°28 kilogs. 
(including the valueless end pieces) to 6:2 kilogs. as an average 
during August and 5°5 kilogs. during September. By placing the 
charge more in the middle of the furnace the experimenters have 
succeeded in raising the percentage of carbonic acid up to 30 per cent. 
The consumption of electrical power has decreased to 1,736 k.w.-hours 
per ton of pig iron, as compared with 2,391 k.w.-hours in previous 
trials. The consumption of charcoal per ton of pig iron, which 
during previous trials amounted to 418 kilogs. (the best result being 
370 kilogs.), has now decreased to 336 kilogs., the amount originally 
estimated. 

Calculations of economy based on these results are made to show a 
saving of over 6 kr. (6s. 8d.) in the production of a ton of pig iron.

SWEDEN. 


With reference to the notice on p. 102 of the “ Board of Trade 
Beet Sugar Journal” of 12th January last relative to the 
pence restriction of sugar beet cultivation in Sweden, 
H.M. Consul at Stockholm (Mr. H. M. Villiers, 
M.V.O.) reports that considerable dissatisfaction appears in the press 
at the proposed reduced production for 1911. The consumption from 
October, 1909, to September, 1910, was only about 131,000 tons of 
raw sugar, but it is stated that the consumption for the year ended 
September, 1911, was not less than 147,000 tons. 

At the general meeting of the Swedish Sugar Factories Co., Ltd., 
on 8th November last, it was explained that owing to the large over- 
production during the last season the Company on Ist October, 1911, 
had a stock of 70,000 tons in hand. The recent harvest has been 
poor, and it is hoped that by October, 1912, the stock in hand will be 
reduced to 30,000 tons. Higher prices are expected to prevail, and 
a good profit is calculated to be derived from the sale of the stocks 
now in hand. From the statements of the directors of the company 


it does not appear that an increase of crops will be permitted.

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Confidential Information as to Openings Abroad 
for British Trade, &o. 


The arrangement inaugurated on Ist January, 1907, whereby the 
names of British firms desirous of receiving confidential information 
as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those branches of trade 
in which they are specially interested, and as to other connected matters, 
are placed on a special Register at the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of Trade, has met with widespread approval, as evidenced 
by the steady increase in the number of names so registered. For- 
merly no charge was made for admission to the Register, the: only 
requirement being subscription to the “ Board of Trade Journal. ” 
The great increase in the number of names inscribed, and in the 
amount of information distributed, having rendered it necessary to 
make a small charge for the service, firms desirous of utilising this 
source of information are now (since Ist April, 1910) required to pay 
an annual fee of one guinea to the Accountant General, Board of 
Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, S.W., for the service, including 
the supply of the “‘ Board of Trade Journal,” instead of merely 
subscribing to the “Journal,” as previously, through the Government 
Sale Agents. British firms who wish to have their names registered 
should apply in writing to the Director, Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the necessary form of 
application. 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as hereto- 
fore, at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms upon 
the register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign 
Countries, from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial 
Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and from other sources 
available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

It may be stated that confidential information thus received relates 
mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is communicated to 
firms on the Register in Circular letters. During 1910, 1,130 such 
Circular letters were prepared, and copies (totalling 74,203) were des- 
patched to firms on the Register interested in the trades to which the 
Circular letters respectively related, as compared with 1,104 Circular 
letters and copies totalling 51,816 sent out in 1909. 

Note.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred to 
above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready to answer 
enquiries on specific subjects, as far as possible, in the interests of 
British trade (see below).

and Colonial Tariffs and Customs Regulations; Lists of Firms 
Abroad engaged in particular lines of business in different localities ; 
Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender; Sources of Supply, 
Prices, &c., of Trade Products; Forms of Certificates of Origin; 
Regulations concerning Commercial Travellers, &., &c. 

There is a Sample Room at the offices of the Branch, where, in 
addition to samples illustrative of reports of H.M. Consuls or of the 
Correspondents or Special Commissioners of the Board of Trade, 
specimens of special interest that may be received from India, the 
Colonies, &c., are exhibited from time to time. 

The ‘“‘ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through ° 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence Branch, 
and intended for general information, is conveyed to the public. The 
“ Journal” is issued weekly at the price of 3d., the annual rate, 
inclusive of postage within the United Kingdom, being 1ds. 2d.
